Author-Entries Under Catholic Church 
Library of Congress Practice Compared With Vatican 
Rules

For the cataloging of books under “CATHOLIC 
CHURCH,” the library of Congress seems to have 
but one definitely formulated rule, Rule 17, which is 
identical with Rule 80 of the American Library Asso- 
ciation, to wit: “Enter official publications of a reli- 
gious denomination or order, i.e., confessions of faith, 
creeds, catechisms, liturgies, breviaries, missals, hours, 
offices, prayer-books, etc., under the name of the 
denomination or order.” This general rule leaves 
many questions unanswered, and for more detailed in- 
formation we must look to the actual practice of the 
Library of Congress as reflected on the L. C. cards 
under “CATHOLIC CHURCH.” 

The Library of Congress author-entries under 
“CATHOLIC CHURCH” may be divided into three 
classes according to the different. degrees of difficulty 
they present to the cataloger. The first class con- 
sists of those cards which clearly reflect a definite 
policy consistently adhered to. Such is the case with 
the cards for catechisms, which almost invariably fall 
under the heading “CATHOLIC CHURCH. Cate- 
chisms” followed by the name of the language, e. g. 

CATHOLIC CHURCH. Catechisms. English. 
The second class comprises those cards which reflect 
a change of policy. The official documents of in- 
dividual Popes offer an example of this. Prior to the 
year 1906, the entry was “CATHOLIC CHURCH. 
Pope” followed by the official name of the Pope in 
Latin and the inclusive dates of his reign, e. g. 

CATHOLIC CHURCH. Pope. Gregorius IX, 
1227-1241. Since 1906 the entry is “CATHOLIC 
CHURCH. Pope” followed by the inclusive dates

BENEFITS OF GOOD LITERATURE 
Good reading it seems to me has three benefits: 
educational, psychological and practical. Education, 
by way of revelation. Coming up Main street I saw 
the Christmas trees and the lights and the blank walls 
of houses. Isn’t a book like a house? We take a 
novel—knock down the walls of the house and see the 


interior. Open the pages of a book and see the interior 
of that house. It is a revelation to us to make us 
curious how other people live, what they are doing, 
what sort of actions they go through, what is their 
outside life, their surface life. And take a novel of 
the present day, it is precisely that for us. It tears 
down the houses of normal people; it tears down the 
walls of houses of bad people, and there are so many 
books now on how these people live, that it is a revela- 
tion for us to be able to read through the books into 
the manner of living of the people of the present 
day. ... 

One of the benefits especially of the novel and 
lighter literature of the psychological type—one of the 
benefits derived to the ordinary person is that he has 
a keen intellect, a keen psychologist looking into the 
hearts and motives of people, the reason why they do 
this or do not do that, reasons that actuate all the big 
crises of their lives. In other words, you have a trained 
guide into the heart of humanity through the novel 
and that certainly is of benefit to us. From the ex- 
ample of one novel you may get the example of the 
human race; from the characterization, the selfish- 
ness, the greed, the violence, the passion, the sensuality 
of one character in the novel or from a group of char- 
acters acting in conjunction, you have a set-up for you 
to study, something that is done competently and 
authoritatively 

You take William Thomas Walsh’s book, Out o/ 
the Whirlwind—I speak of that here in Hartford be. 
cause I asserted that was the great American Catholic 
novel. I still contend that. I don’t say that it is the 
greatest but is the great contemporary novel up to the 
present time... . 

Literature has two effects. The culture of litera- 
ture is made up of two things. If the author mirrors 
life he takes a transcript from it. . . . What an author 
thinks today his reader is going to think tomorrow. 
What scenes he puts into the reader’s mind today are 
going to bloom and sprout may be weeds, may be good 
seed. But whatever, the author is a leader of map- 
kind. It is a kind of round and round process. . . . 

The benefit of good reading in early years is this. 
It is a matter of Truth and a matter of Morality. If 
you get children reading good Catholic books with the 
principles of Faith as the basis for the story, poem, 
history, biography, you are doing more perhaps than 
you are in your catechism class or in your history 
class or in your science class, because you are giving 
them ideas that are tinged with emotion. In other 
words, you are giving them sentiment. You are giving 
them ideas on Faith and Morals that have just the 
necessary emotional color that will make them re 
member better. . . . 

So the benefits of good reading on the mind and the 
soul and the heart are—first, it is intellectual, and 
secondly—and this is the more important thing.—it is 


moral. ...

of the Pope’s reign and (in parentheses) the official 
name of the Pope in Latin, e. g. 

CATHOLIC CHURCH. Pope, 1227-1241 (Grego- 
rius IX) The third class consists of those cards 
which do not reflect any consistent policy. The ex- 
ample par excellence of this is found in the entries 
for liturgical books, as will be shown later. With 
this three-fold distinction in mind, we may take up 
some of the more important entry-forms. 

Canon Law 

Books of canon law appear on L.C. cards under two 
different entries: 

CATHOLIC CHURCH. Codex juris canonici 
CATHOLIC CHURCH. Corpus juris canonici 
The “Codex” and the “Corpus” are different, and 
therefore they should be kept apart; yet they are 
similar and even partly identical, hence they should 
not be too widely separated. According to the Li- 
brary of Congress entry-forms a wide separation of 
the two will result, because all the entries for the 
Congregations of the Roman Curia will file between 
the “Codex” and the “Corpus.” There is, of course, 
a Library of Congress subject-heading “Canon law”; 
and so the “Codex” and the “Corpus,” although widely 
separated in the catalog according to author-entry, will 
be brought together under this subject-heading of 

“Canon law.” 

The Vatican Library rules (115, f; 199, a) omit the 
“CATHOLIC CHURCH” part of the Library of Con- 
gress entry-form, but otherwise employ the same two 
entries : 

CODEX JURIS CANONICI 

CORPUS JURIS CANONICI 

Catechisms 

As already stated, catechisms are quite consistently 
entered by the Library of Congress under “CATH- 
OLIC CHURCH. Catechisms” followed by the name 
of the language. Only two L.C. cards (23-6519, 
33-36460) deviate from this practice. They are en- 
tered, respectively, under : 

CATHOLIC CHURCH. Catechismus romanus. 

English 
CATHOLIC CHURCH. Catechismus romanus. 
French 
This seems inconsistent on two accounts. First of all, 
other special editions of the catechism (e.g. the Balti- 
more catechism, many copies of which are represented 
in the L.C. cards under “CATHOLIC CHURCH”) 
are not entered under their special title. In the second 
place, not even all the Roman catechisms are thus 
entered. L.C. cards 21-18648, representing an English 
translation of the so-called Roman catechism pre- 
pared by the Council of Trent (the same as repre- 
sented by card 23-6519) has the entry-form: 

CATHOLIC CHURCH. Catechisms. English 
Barring these two deviations, the L.C. cards for cate- 
chisms reflect a very consistent policy. 


The Vatican Library rules (219) call attention to 
the fact that catechisms (as also prayer-books) are 
non-official liturgical books. In the Vatican entry- 
form “CATHOLIC CHURCH” is again omitted, and 
the catechisms are entered either under the title or 
under the name of the editor. 


Roman Curia 

The Roman Curia consists of Congregations, Tribu- 
nals, and Offices. The publications of the Congrega~ 
tions and the Offices are entered by the Library o1 
Congress under “CATHOLIC CHURCH” followed 
by the official Latin name of the Congregation or 
Office, e.g. 

CATHOLIC CHURCH. Congregatio concilii 

CATHOLIC CHURCH. Congregatio de propa- 

ganda fide 

CATHOLIC CHURCH. Camera apostolica 

CATHOLIC CHURCH. Secretaria status 
Publications of the Tribunals are entered under 
“CATHOLIC CHURCH” followed by the distinctive 
word of the official Latin name, e.g. 

CATHOLIC CHURCH. Poenitentiaria apostolica 

CATHOLIC CHURCH. Rota romana (the official 

name is: Sacra romana rota) 
The Vatican Library rules (171, a) differ from this in 
again dropping “CATHOLIC CHURCH” and in em- 
ploying the Italian instead of the Latin names of the 
Congregations, Tribunals, and Offices. . 
Pope 

Collections of papal pn. ae covering the reigns 
of several Popes are entered by the Library of Con- 
gress under “CATHOLIC CHURCH. Pope”. With 
documents limited to one Pope, there has been a 
change in the entry-form, as was previously men- 
tioned. The entry-torm: 

CATHOLIC CHURCH. Pope. Gregorius IX, 
1227-1241 has been changed to: 

CATHOLIC CHURCH. Pope, 1227-1241 (Grego- 

rious LX) 

The wisdom of this change is apparent. It brings the 
papal documents into chronological order; and the 
chronological setting is usually more important than 
the Pope's name. In studying the “Rerum novarum,” 
for instance, it is important to view it in the light of 
the economic conditions in the latter half of the nine- 
teenth century ; that the author’s name happened to be 
Pope Leo XIII is of little consequence. 

The Vatican Library rules (170) differ radically 
from the Library of Congress practice as far as the 
general collections of papal documents are concerned. 
These are never entered under “Pope” (as is done by 
the Library of Congress), but under the name of the 
compiler if there is only one; otherwise, under the 
title. In regard to official acts of individual Popes, 
the Vatican Library rules agree with the Library of 
Congress practice, except that, as usual, “CATHOLIC 
CHURCH” is omitted and the Italian form “Papi” is 
employed in place of the English form “Pope.” 
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Liturgy and Ritual 

The Library of Congress cards for liturgical books 
constitute the most unsatisfactory section under 
“CATHOLIC CHURCH.” First of all, there are a 
great number of L. C. cards entered under “CATHO- 
LIC CHURCH. Liturgy and ritual” without any fur- 
ther sub-division. An examination of these cards re- 
veals that they represent such a wide range of books 
as: Directory (Jan. 5, 99-15), Hymnary (7-18240), 
Missal (28-8157), Prayer-book (31-3790), Ritual 
(28-20333). So widely different books should surely 
not be brought together indiscriminately under the 
one general heading of “CATHOLIC CHURCH. 
Liturgy and ritual.” 

When sub-divisions are made under “CATHOLIC 
CHURCH. Liturgy and ritual,” it apparently is done 
without any definite policy in mind. Take, for in- 
stance, the following tive examples: 


16-5722: CATHOLIC CHURCH. Liturgy and 
ritual. Maronite rite. The Maronite 
liturgy; or, The holy sacrifice in the 
Syriac-Maronite rite. 

15-26946: CATHOLIC CHURCH. Liturgy and 
ritual. Missal. The new missal in Eng- 
lish for every day of the year. 

26-19050: CATHOLIC CHURCH. Liturgy and 
ritual. Soissons Rituale seu mandatum 
insignis ecclesiae suessionensis, tempore 
episcopi Nivelonis exaratum. 

33-4714: CATHOLIC CHURCH. Liturgy and 
ritual. Redemptorist Devotions in honor 
of the Infant Jesus. Brooklyn, N. Y., 
The Redemptorist fathers, cl932. 

26-17206: CATHOLIC CHURCH. Liturgy and 
ritual. Chippewa. A Catholic prayer- 
book and catechism in the Otchipwe 
Indian language. 

The first of these examples makes a sub-division 
for rite (Maronite), but disregards the kind of book 
(Missal) and the language (English). The second 
makes entry under the kind of book (Missal), but 
fails to take cognizance of the language (English). 
The third takes note of the place (Soissons), but over- 
looks the kind of book (Ritual). The fourth is en- 
tered under a religious Order (Redemptorist), but no 
consideration is given to the kind of book (Prayer- 
book). The fifth emphasizes the language (Chip- 
pewa), but disregards the kind of book (Prayer-book 
and Catechism). In the face of such apparently con- 
tradictory practice, what is the policy of the Library 
of Congress in regard to liturgical books? 

It seems impossible to formulate a rule for the entry 
of liturgical books which will be in accord with the 
majority of the entry-forms now found on L. C. cards. 
Independently of the Library of Congress practice, I 
should suggest the following: Enter all liturgical books 
under “CATHOLIC CHU RCH. Liturgy and ritual” 
followed, in the order mentioned, by the kind of book, 


the religious Order, the place, and the language; make 
added entries for all the items except the one men- 
tioned first on the main entry. Thus, an English 
translation of the Breviary for the Benedictines at 
Einsiedeln would be entered: 

CATHOLIC CHURCH. Liturgy and ritual, 
Breviary. Benedictine. Einsiedeln. English 
with the following added entries: 

CATHOLIC CHURCH. Liturgy and ritual. Bene. 
dictine. Breviary. 

CATHOLIC CHURCH. Liturgy and ritual. Ein- 
siedeln. Breviary. 

CATHOLIC CHURCH. Liturgy and ritual. Eng. 
lish. Breviary. 

Theoretically, this rule appears adequate; how it 
would fare when actually applied to a large collection 
of liturgical books remains to be seen. 

According to the Vatican Library rules. (216), litur- 
gical books are to be entered under their Latin names 
(omitting “CATHOLIC CHURCH. Liturgy and 
ritual”); the Library of Congress uses the English 
form of name: 


Vatican: Missale L. C.: Missal 
Breviarium Breviary 
Psalterium Psalter 


A comparison of the Library of Congress practice 
with the Vatican Library rules shows several minor 
differences, such as employing the Italian instead of 
the Latin or English form of name, admitting either 
title or editor entry instead of title entry only for the 
main card. But there is one major difference—a dif- 
ference as wide as the distance between Washington 
and Rome. The Library of Congress collects all the 
author entries for the various classes of books con- 
sidered under the one heading “CATHOLIC 
CHURCH”; the Vatican Library does not employ 
such a unifying heading, but scatters the various 
entries throughout the catalog from A (Antiphona- 
rium) to V (Vesperale). Which of the two is it wiser 
to follow? That is a question which can be satisfac- 
torily answered only by librarians of theological semi- 
naries, who have had practical experience with large 
collections of canon law, liturgy, and other official 
and semi-official the Catholic Church. 


ST. LOUIS UNIT DISCUSSES CATHOLIC 
READING AT SPRING MEETING 

The spring meeting of the Saint Louis unit of the 
Catholic Library Association was held at St. Louis 
University on March 21 in connection with the annual 
convention of the Missouri Catholic Educational Con- 
ference. Rev. Henry H. Regnet, S.J., librarian of 
St. Louis University, presided. While plans for the 
national convention constituted much of the business 
of the meeting, there was also carried through a pro 
gram of discussion centered on the promotion of 
Catholic reading among students by the librarians, and 
particular attention was given to cooperation with 
the Catholic book-of-the-month clubs—The Catholic 
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Book Club, The Spiritual Book Associates, and the 
new Pro Parvulis Club for children’s books. Among 
the speakers were Brother Herbert Leies, S.M., of 
South Side Catholic High School; Miss Josephine 


Gratiaa, of St. Louis University Branch of the public 
library; Sister M. Victoire, O.P., of St. Mark’s High 
School, all of St. Louis, and Sister Anne Catherine, 
CS.J., of St. Teresa’s ee City.

This library tool for grade schools has been, you 
see, the first concern of this zealous worker for Catho- 
lic libraries for she realizes, as we all do, that the 
development of habits of good reading in our young 
people must be commenced in their earliest years, and 
that the educators in the elementary grades have the 
richest opportunity to contribute to this important 
phase of Catholic activity. 

Practically every problem connected with organiz- 
ing and carrying on a parochial-school library is solved 
by this book. In the first place, it supplies an an- 
notated list of books suitable for the reading of 
Catholic children from the first grade upwards. This 
list is selective rather than exhaustive, and the aim of 
the compiler has been to include all books by Catholic 
authors which merit the attention of teachers of 
Catholic children. In addition the book gives the 
reference material appropriate for parochial-school 
libraries and the magazines approved for them, be- 
sides having a special section devoted to works recom- 
mended for teachers and parents, and another section 
to the books most helpful in conducting a small li- 
brary. We are enclosing a circular which will give 
you further information about this important book.

A CATHOLIC CIRCULATION OF CATHOLIC 
BOOKS 


Mr. Editor: 

I shall not annoy you with statistics or enumera- 
tions, for we are here not concerned about the me- 
chanical process of circulating books. We librarians 
prefer to consider ourselves something more than 
human appendages to a machine through which read- 
ers are fed what they may desire. Only those who 
are familiar with the Catholic librarian’s side of the 
problem realize the valiant stand that is being made 
for the needs of the hour. The great danger for our 
marvelous free public libraries lies in the pressure of 
demand made by the crowd, the masses. The school. 
college and private library deals more directly with 
the individual. As teacher-librarians we must and 
do recognize in the press and in books a tremendous 
moral force. We are dealing with the future lay men 
and women who must know why. how, and for whom 
to vote. Intelligent reading will give them that knowl- 
edge. If we are dealing with sons and daughters of 


; 
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European extraction, we shall find great help from 
the service offered to us by the N. C. W. C. on Inter- 
national Peace. A wide circulation of the Encyclicals 
of Leo XIII and Pius XI would make those master- 
pieces available in all our public libraries. Through 
the quiet but powerful efforts of the Sisters of Charity, 
the Catholic pamphlet has already found its way into 
the Five and Ten Cent stores. Millions of the com- 
mon people are eager for these attractive and instruc- 
tive little gems of thought. Bishop Noll is responsible 
for giving publicity to this form of Catholic Action. 
Through the readers’ advisers, adult education is car- 
ried on in all our public libraries. These advisers are 
specialists in different subjects, and they are anxious 
to help the individual with his reading problems and 
even map out courses for him. This makes the train- 
ing of Catholic librarians necessary, for every public 
library should have a Catholic readers’ adviser on its 
staff. The Catholic readers’ advisers could well and 
with dignity and assurance advise their borrowers to 
ask for the works of Sheed and Ward, of the Bruce 
Publishing Company, and by so doing create a demand 
for the offerings of these two distinguished Catholic 
pathfinders. All our prominent secular publishing 
houses have Catholic men and women who represent 
their Catholic patrons, and I have always felt that 
the same service is due to the Catholic tax payers who 
support our public libraries. Why do we not see to it? 

And what about the floating population of Catholic 
youth, who from lack of interest or interrupted formal 
education, is yet awkward in the mechanics of reading, 
but whose salvation may depend upon the saving 
companionship of a good book. If, in our schools and 
colleges, we were as interested in developing a taste 
for reading as we have shown ourselves to be in pro- 
viding physical training and athletics, the Church 
would be getting a better income from our investment 
in Catholic education. We give credit for domestic 
science and gymnasium courses, and demand formal 
and fixed periods for both. It would be enlightening 
to know how many schools provide fixed periods for 
supplementary, cultural reading, and give credit for it. 
When we do our duty in this regard, book circulation 
will take care of itself. 


In the fields of vocational guidance, the development 
of personality, music, fine arts, political science, inter- 
national relations, economics, there is an increased 
output by Catholic writers as may be seen from the 


fine bibliography printed in the CATHOLIC LI- 
BRARY WORLD and issued by the Cardinal Hayes 
Literature Survey. 


Before concluding I should like to refer in passing 
to the words of our Master Librarian, Pope Pius XI, 
who, in a radio address, uttered these soul-stirring 
words to the custodians of the memory of the race, 


the Catholic press and the Catholic library: “You are 
my voice. I do not say that you make my voice heard, 
but that you are really my voice itself; for few indeed 


would there be who could learn my wishes and 
thoughts without the aid of the journalist and the 
librarian.” 

And, finally, I have visions of the day when in every 
diocese we shall have a circulating library under Di- 
ocesan control. I should also like to see the graduates 
of our Catholic colleges presiding over these libraries 
as interpreters, having a familiar acquaintance with 
the really great books. For, how in an age so full 
of distractions and pressure, are the youth of the com- 
ing generation to be helped to find the beauty in books 
if the librarian cannot with a sense of laudable pride 
and assurance lead the reader back as well as forward?
